ADVERTISING. 

Advertising becomes a more and more 
important feature of the retail mer- 
ehant’s business every year. This is 
thorctaghly recognized in  connectian 
wiih mePohantile estab)ishments in the 
larger vesiatesa centres, but is not yot 
so gemerally understood in the amaller 
places. It is am accepted rule that as 
coaditions change business ‘methods 
must ghange to meet them, The 
cheapsning .nd improvement of means 
of communication, by mail and 
otherwise! is the principal factor in 
changing the conditions which - sur- 
rounded the retailers in country towns 
a few years ago. In those days the 
customer, whether farmer or towns- 
man, had to buy fom the stores and 
shops nearest him, because he could 
not afford to go elsewhere, and dared 
not) risk sending. Under such cireum- 


stances the merchant did not need to ; 


advertise. He hod the trade practi- 
cally cornered in his locality, and so 
bad his competitors in other towns, 
They couli mot cut intd his trade nor 
be into theirs. The peuple within a 
certain distance of any certain town 
practically had to trade in that’ town, 
Oure the customer came inte the tewn 
his choice gf a place at which to ded) 
was made-rather upon the appearance 


oa? the store, the character, of the at- 


tendance and his own personal pre- 
erences than upon anything that 
he might. have read in the nevws- 


paper before coming to town: or seen 
posted on a board fence on the way. 
Unter such cizcumstances the dea‘er 
might very well be excused for lookiag 
upon advertising as a waste of 
money, Or as a mere contribution to 
wards the support of a necessary evil; 
to wit: the loca] newspaper, 

Sut times have changed. With; im- 
proved taail facilities, and of’ travel it 
became possible for the great! centres 
of trade to compete with smaller place 
for the trade surrounding these latter, 
To centralize the tradeq of vast areas 
which - formerly was divided 
amongst the local dealers in the 
various smaller towns. This was the 
opportunity which gave vise to the de- 
partmental store, the greatest mani- 
festation of changed conditions of 
retail trade of the, present day. And 
advertising—newsoipy advertising— 
was the means whereby the depart- 
mental sture achieved success, That 
the departmental store lohated im a 
large centre is an injury to the busi- 
ness of the smaller centres is undoubt- 
ed. But the departmentai store has 
come to stay and the local store keeper 
must meet the new conditions, There 
is no doubt that departmentai stores 
have reduced dealers’ pro‘its, and 
thereby compelled many changes in 
business methods on the part of their 
competitors in joecal centres, The fact 
is rlain to everyone that the local mer- 
chaat.is now on the defensive in hold- 
ing his local trade. It is net enough 
that he shal] have an attractive, display 
in! his window; that he is courteous to 


customers, or that his stock is zood and 
his ;rices right. The store in the 
great business centre has already 


reached the mind of his former custom- 
ers with its alluring! accounts of wide 
range o2 selection and slaughter bar- 
guins, so that instead of coming to 
town to make his purchase, the dis- 
tant settler drops a registered letter 
into ‘the néarest post office and in due 
course ‘his order is\filled more or‘ less 
satisfactorily by mail. And it is net 
only the country people wha patronize 
the departmental store. The citizens 
of the small towns themselves are 
amongst their best customers. 

And how. is the looa!l dealer to de- 
fend himself? It is an old saying that 
the devil must be fought with fire. 
The departmental stores have been 
made possible by the cheapening of 
travel amd of mail service, and they 
have succeeded because they sell for 
cash oaly, addpt up to date method, 
and advertise liberally and judiciously. 
OS the +bree reasons for their success 
the last is the greatest. The great city 
papers are the edvertising mediums 
which they use most liberally. (The 
loca! merchant caa alopt up to date 
methods, and the easi: system, but he 
cannot use—canrot afford to use—the 
advertising columns of the city papers 
to seach kis prospective customers. 
The great cily puiper ciroulates. in all 
perts of the country and charges a 
price for its advertising, space accord- 
ingly. To pay for space in » Och a peper 
the local merchant would he, throwing 
his money away, because! he! would be 
paying for publication in large sections 
of territory from which he could never 
expect to get business. The local 
newspaper,—if it is a good, local news- 
paper—circulaites in the territory from 
which! the trade of thé town in which 
it is pubsished comes, Within that 
territory it has, or sbouli have, as 
large or larger circulation than the 
best city paper, and therefore offers 
ta the local merchant by the use of its 
go!umns the same means of getting 
hia gokis befare the minds of the peo- 
ple from who he may expect trade 
as the city papers giveg the city store 
throughout the country at large, and 
at a proportionately less rate. 

As the advertising methods of the 
departmental stores have certainly 
been very successful they are worthy 
of being copied in a measure by the 
loce} merebant who inten‘is to push his 
trade. The iurst and most notable fea- 
ture xzbout the advertisements of these 
stores is that they give particulars. 
Lt is these particulars as ‘to goods, sty- 
les and prices that especially attraci 
ihe custemers aitention. Ii is not tha: 


they do, or can, sell so much more 
cheaply then other people, bul they 
keep theiy adVertisemestis in Os- (MLL 


with the season, and see that specia 
lines and special prices are given ‘u 
Greuinence. The advertisement i: 


; Fart te give the advertiser 
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framed -vith a view to definite re- 
Stilts, And the results are attained in 
\ large percentage of cases. 

Id order to retaim hid trade against 
the competition of the city department4 
al store the loagal mercharit’ must get 


& knowledge af iis ability to compete 
before his onstomers, or possibla cus- 
tomers at as sarly a xtage im each 
business season as circumstances al- 
jdw--befare the plans of the season’s 
Spending are laid... For once the idea 
gets intd the customers’ minds that 
they. can do better elsewhere and they 
get inttd correspondence with the great 
8.dre which keeps: men who ars adepts 
in handling correspondence, there is 
little chance of turning them from the 
proposed bargaising until their money 
has passed. 


The advance of business at) once en- 
ables and compels the dealers in .a 
place such as Edmonton to keep a 
stock of goods equal.in style and na 
higher in price than those kept in the 
great city stores. This being tha case 
what remains is td get and keep the 
public informed on that} point. This 
can best—or indeed can only+bd done 
by musing the advertising columns of 
the local newspaper, 

The difference between a newspaper 
advertisement and any other means of 
attrac‘ing puvlic attention. is that a 
poste" circular or other printed notice 
is known to be \publisked for the bene- 
fit of the advertiser only. inj nine 
cases but of ten, the possible customer 
seas at the first glainca the aature of 
the notice and at once withdraws his 
atteation. It was printed for the sole 
benbfit of the advertiser ; he does not 
wish to benefit the advertiser there- 
fore he joes not read it, The news- 
raper advertisement on the contrary 
comes before the reader in conjunction 
with other matter which he recognizes 
as} of value to himself. Therefore the 
newspaper is looked carefully over, is 
retained in the house, is passed from 
hand ‘ta hand, and in many cases turns 
uyi aud is read a second or third time 
long after its first appearance. In 
riroportipa as the newspaper is: inter- 
esting and reliable, so its advertise- 
ments receive more or less attention 
from the reading public; The paper to 
which househclders Jook for informa- 
tion! regarding progress and, events in 
the region in which they reside, and 
in other regions which affect or in- 
terest, them, is the paper im which ad- 
verising space is valuable. “Two papers 
may have equal circulation and yeti 
oxj4 be much morg vaJuable' as an ad- 
vertising medium than the other be- 
cause of its reaching—that is interest- 
ing—the purchasing element of the 
population in a greater degree. A 
bewspaper achieves its circulation’ on 
the reputation which it makes as a 
medium of interesting and reliable 
news, and as 2n exponent of opinion 
om questions of public note. The peo- 
ple who want a certain kind of news 
and opinions take the paper in which 
they find them. So the bent of mind 

; and standing of the readers of a paper 
may be judged ic some extent from 
the paper itself. 

| There is another feature of the ad- 
vertising question that is worthy of 
npte. Menchants who advertise are 
helping: the town by drawing) busizess 
towards it, and by keeping the import- 
anos and variety of its interests before 
the business and in:csting public. In 
these days of newer advertising meth- 


oi3 tke advertising columns of a news- | 


paper are stutied with as much inter- 
est{as the news columns, So that be- 
sides payini. for the space occupied the 
advertiser owes it to himsélf and his 
town to see thati his advertisements are 
readable, specific and uwp-to-date.. 

The effort of the Bulletin has been to 
meet the requirements of the peuple 
for a locai or district paper, How: well 
it has succeeded may be partly judged 
by the fact that of those who subscrib;
